The Way the People's Mo- 
ney Goes 

A diagnosis of the voluminous but 
opaque official returns will reveals ina 
interesting details, Wo liuvo boon am- 
used in tracing through tho labyrin- 
thoan mazes of tho Finance Minister's 
cunning work tho course of a quantity 
(six hundred pounds, wo believe) of 
•'.sing" sent down from the assay oilico 
fit Cariboo to bo shipped to England, 
and also a quantity of chemicals sent 
up from hero to tho assay office afore 
said. First of all, we find tho Super- 
intendent receiving $02, as "travelling 
allowance, Cariboo to Victoria, for- 
warding slag to England." (2) "Faro 
of Superintendent from Quesnello to 
Soda Greek with slag, §5." (3)"Freight 
on slag from Barkorville to Yale, 
$05 50." (4) "Faro of Superintendent 
from Barker villo to Yalo, forwarding 
slag, $25." (5) "Freight on slag from 
Yalo to New Westminster, $7." (0) 
"Carting slag from Enterprise to Prince 
Alfred, $3." This finishes tho slag, 
with tho excoption of $50 G5 paid for 
insurance and ?2, for Consular Certifi- 
cates. Now comes the package of 
chemicals: (1) Packing chemicals, 
f 37 12. (2) Travelling allowance of 
Superintendent, Victoria to Cariboo, 
with ohemicals, $44. (3) Freight on 
chemicals from New Westminster to 
Yale, ?43 50. (-4) Return-fare of Super- 
intendent with chemicals, S35. (5) lie- 
turn faro of Superintendent, Soda 
Creek to Quesnello, with chemicals, 
$5. Hero we lose track of these bless- 
ed "chemicals" and their omnipresent 
"Superintendent." Possibly if we 
had patience to prosecute tho search 
they might both bo found again; but 
inasmuch as tho Returns only cover 
payments made during the "thi.ee 
months ending 30th Sept., 1873" it is 
not at all improbable that the romance 
of the "slag" and '-chemicals" will bo 
continued in tho next volume. Look- 
ing utthe above figures, there is room 
for suspicion. Take tho most trivial 
item, for instance: Did it bona fide 
cost $3, for cartingsix hundred pounds 
of slag from one wharf to the other? 
If so, carting in this city must indeed 
be a profitable business. Wo believe 
we aro correct in stating that a ton 
(2240 lbs.) of coal is carted from the 
wharf to any pan of the city for 75 cts. 
This may seem trilling; hue then you 
know trifles sometimes uie tho index 
to great things. There are other items 
equally suspicious, but in respect of 
which we are not, perhaps, in quite as 
good a position to pronounce an opin- 
ion. Turning to tho Superintendent, 
it will bo found that it cost $20<; to 
have this officer accompany tho "slag" 
down and tho "chemicals" up; and we 
beliovo we shall bo correct in saying 
that ho really accompanied neither! 
Besides this expense, ho was all tho 
while in receipt of full pay. It would 
probably have been more correct, (it 
would certainly have boon more hon- 
est) to havo had the whole appear in 
one item under tho true head of "Tra- 
velling expenses of officers on leave." 
But, of course that would not answer, 
as such an object would have been unpop- 
ular; and hence it must bo cut up into so 
many bits, aiul coecealed under fictitious 
names.. And such would appear to be 
tho grand aim and object of thu volume 
beforo us, about which tho Government 
Hack has made such a flourish of trum- 
pets. Take, for instance, the Govern- 
ment printing concern : It is found crop- 
ping up in somo thirty different places, 
and uo.multiform as to load to tho conclu- 
sion hat tho nim of the compiler hns 
been to elude .pursuit,— to render detec- 
tion difficult, if nut impossible. Tho 
reader must not imagine that these cases 
stand alone. They havo been merely se- 
lected at random, as instance! to illus- 
trate thu general principle upon which 
tho glorious Returns which tho country 
gots for the sovon thousand odd dollars 
tho fourth portfolio costs havo boon pre- 
pared. Comparing them with tho more 
simple and honest Returns made by the 
previous Administration, wo have only to 
siy that a disortot reticence respecting tho 
result of the efforts of the so-called Min- 
ister of Finance would be very nun' 
ivisor on tho part of tho organ.

The Death, of Professor 
Agassiz. 

The doath of this great philosopher will 
lio n norioiis loss to tho suiontiiio oirclo to 
■which ho belonged; and tho aoientifio in- 
quiror will deeply deplore the loss of such 
an eminent mart. In Europe ho is styled 
the Frouch, sometimes tho BwisSjtiatara'- 
ist;niul for many years was E'rofesaor of 
Natural History "at Neufcbatel, a canton 
in Switzerland on the frontier of Franco. 
In 1828 ho became distinguished as a 
naturalist, and was tho first to propose a 
now method for tho division of fossil fish 
and classified them according to the for- 
mation of their shells. "While at Edin- 
burgh tho geologists were soon perplexed 
about somo fossil shells which had boon 
found; they wero referred to him, and he 
exclaimed after a short examination: '•! 
will tell you what tlieso are— they are the 
remains of a lingo lobster." Tho dis- 
tinguished ichthyologist then took frag- 
ment after fragment and so arranged 
them till he oresented to tho company n 
lobster about four feet long. Many im- 
portant geological questions hare been 
referred to him by tho philosophers of 
the day and his decision was considered 
final. He was an upholder of the doc- 
trine which teaches tho successive crea- 
tion of higher order of organized beings 
ou tho surface of tho earth; and bolioved 
that the human race has had in its several 
distinct species separate stocks of origin- 
ality, both as to time and space. In 1847 
ho took tho Professorship of Natural 
History at Cambridge College, Mass- 
achusetts. In America ho greatly dis- 
tinguished himself. As a resoareher be 
never tired; as n reanouer ho war, careful 
and nainted; as an author, pleasing but 
lofty'. Though dead lie yet speaketh. 



A ""Wild Man."— Jams' party of sur- 
veyors last summer, when near Cache 
Crook, missed one of tho axmeu named 
Martin, au old A'ictoriau, who had shown 
aymptomsjof insanity. Hia blankets were 
afterwards found at the head of Boston's 
Ditch. /fSoon after tho man was missed 
the Inilmiis came into camp one evening 
with the news that thoy had seen a white 
roan, porfectly naked,. walkiug^arong tho 
shore of tho North Thompson. Finding 
that ho wsb obsorvod ho plungod into the 
tliiokot and disappeared. A searching 
party was sent out but they returned 
without any tidings. About threo weeks 
ago tho Indians near the Bonaparte re- 
ported that thoy had seen tho man again. 
If tho Indian story be true tho "wild man" 
must bo Martin wandering about tho 
country in a state of insanity. 

Singular Oihoumstance. -- ''13. O'B." 
relates a singular circumstance as having 
occurred on Whidby Island. Somo years 
ago a stranger visited tho Island and took 
off his coat to aasist in some work in a 
ploughed field. When ho resumed his 
coat he found tho pockots minus S'J50 in 
gold. An Indian was accused of tho 
theft and was suspended two or throe 
times to make him confess, which ho did 
not do. Tha stranger was then driven off 
the Island as an impostor, A few days 
ago a man, whilo ploughing in tho same 
field, turnod up the S200 which the 
stranger ( who is now a residout of British 
Columbia) stated that ho had lost. 

Spiritual Lecture. — Mrs. Chamber- 
lain delivered a free lecture last evening 
at Alharabra Hall on tho "Origin of Man," 
that subject having been solected by a 
committee of gentlemen chosen by the 
audience. Tho lecture was well deliver- 
ed and well received; and tho peroration, 
being directed principally to the working 
classes, was brilliant find eloquent. This 
evening Mrs, Chamberlain will lecture at 
the Alharabra again, when a small ad- 
mission fee will bo collected. 



Shocking" Accident. — Tho estimable 
family of Capt. John M. Thain are plung- 
ed in thedeepost grief by a shocking and 
fatal accident which bofol their son and 
brother, littlo Walter H. Thain, aged 
about eight years, on Friday evening. 
The little fellow— who wa-s a bright and 
interesting child— took a walk with sever- 
al playmates to Harris' Pond on Friday 
afternoon. In returning thoy stepped into 
tho slaughterhouse of Stafford k Good- 
acre, where tho butchers wero engaged 
in killing stock for Christmas. One of 
the departments of tne slaugh.terb.ooso is 
devoted to killing pigs, and a fire had 
Been kindled under the scalding-copper, 
the water in which was boiling hot. By 
somo means tho poor lad, who had boon 
standing near, dropped into tho copper. 
Attracted by a scream of agony, one of 
his companions helped him out, and Mr. 
Ooodacre, who was engaged in another 
part of tho building, and was previously 
unaware of tho presence of the lads, drove 
him rapidly home. When tho clothes 
were removed the skin came away with 
them. Every remedy was applied and 
the poor little sufferer lingered until 
midnight, when ho died. Tho afflicted 
familv, who aro almost heartbroken a^ 
their'l'oss, have the entire sympathy of 
this community. Tho funeral will tnko 
place to-morrow at 2 p.m. 

IIhpohted Drowning.— The stmrEmma 
arrived from Nanaiino yesterday morning 
bringing intelligence of tho supposed 
drowning of Mr. Robt. Burrell, near Na- 
naimo, «n Wednesday night last. Mr. 
Burrell had established a stock ranch on 
DeCourcey Island, about 8 miles from 
Nanaiino, and started in a small row boat 
for homo on Wednesday about i o'clock. 
On Friday morning several articles which 
Mr. Burrell is known to have had in tho 
Boat wore found on tho beach about 1% 
miles from town. From this it is feared 
that the boat, was dapsized and Mr. Bur- 
rell drowned on Wednesday night. An 
Indian woman who lives near the point 
thinks she heard some person shouting 
that ovoning. When tho Emma sailed a 
party had gone to DeCourcey Island to 
ascertain if the missing man bad reached 
there. Mr. Burrell is well known and 
liked throughout the Province He was 
for a long time Manager of the Bank of 
British North America's business on Wil- 
liam Crook. 

Bbpbntino. — Wo understand that the 
people of Salt Spring Island (or a por- 
tion of them), having already become 
tired of Municipal institutions, have pe- 
ts titioned the Legislature to bo delivered 
therefrom. Wo suppose it is tho old 
gtory — "Marry in haste and ropent at 
leisure." It is to bo regretted that it 
should bo thought necessary to mnko 
such n retrogade movement.

Tho injunctions and warnings givon by 
Moses to the Israelites before their entry 
into tho promised hind, are so explicit on 
this head that I may be excused if I quoto 
them at length — Deuteronomy, ch. 18. v. 
9, U. 

"When thou art <:nme into tin Land 
which tho Tjord thy God givuth thee, thou 
shall not have to do after the abomina- 
tions ef thoso nations." 

"There shall nut be found among you 
anyone that uiaketb his son or his daugh- 
ter to pass through tho lire, or that usoth 
divination, or an observer of times, or .an 
enchanter, or a witch, or a charmer, or a 
oonsnlter with familiar spirits, or a wiz- 
ard, or a necromancer." (i. n. ouo who 
communicates with the dead.) 

"For all that do these things" "are 
an abomination unto the Lord," and be- 
canst; of these abominations tho Lord thy 
God doth drive them out from beforo 
theo." "For thoso nations which thou 
shalt possess, hearkened unto observers 
of times, and unto diviners; but as for 
thee , the Lord thy God hath not suffered 
thee so to do." 

I would further call the attention of 
your correspondent to I. Chronicles, 
ch. 10. v. 13 and 14, where tho causo of 
Saul's torriblo and untimely doath is stat- 
ed. 

"So Saul died for his transgression 
which ho committed against" tho Lord 
ovon against the word of tho Lord which 
ho kept not, and also for asking counsel 
of ono that had a familiar spirit, to in- 
quire of it, and inquired not of tho 
Lord, therefore he slow him and turnod 
the kingdom unto David the son of Jesse." 

When we refer te the Now Testament, 
wo find that the Parable of iho Bich Man 
and Lazarus, L6 ch. of Luke, gives us an 
account of a future state, in terms which 
are entirely contradictory to tho tenets of 
Spiritualism. When in bell the rich man 
lifted up bis eyes, being in torments, and 
begged that Lazarus might dip the tip of 
his linger in water, and cool tho tongue 
of tho wretched man in his agony. Wo 
may be sure that if it had been within 
the power of the lost spirit to leavo tho 
place of endless misery, and revisit his 
brethren for tho double purpose of solf- 
reliof, and of warning to them, ho would 
gladly have done so. But that could not 
be. And Lazarus had evidently neither 
tho power, nor the will to leave his place 
of bliss for the purpose of assisting in 
practices which the inspired Prophets 
had so strongly condemned. Without at 
length refering to other passages, I may 
allude to Revelations, ch. 9. v. 21, where 
sorceries aro described amongst othor groat 
crimes, such as murders, of which man 
in tho latter days, notwithstanding tho 
most terriblo afflictions and judgments, 
would not repent. 

I should not have trespassed on your 
valuable space at length, but that unfor- 
tunately wo have now in our midst lec- 
turers, and what is worse, largo audien- 
ces to liston to thom, eithor in defiance 
or in ignorance of tho denunciations, to 
some of which I have brielly and imper- 
foctly alluded. 

In truth, thejwhole current of Holy 
Scripture points to this, that when we 
want to hold communion with what is not 
of this world, and which of U3, at least, 
in times of mourning and decease do not? 
wo should seek something far higher 
than intercourse with tho spirits of tho 
dead, and it may bo of tho dammed.

Englislx Ritualism. 

A religious scene at St. Paul's, Wal- 
worth, London, England, is thus descib- 
cd in the Pall Mall Gazette: 

The chancel was. as myual, the center of 
attraction, and the ledger, above tho altar 
wero literally covered with vases of flow- 
ers and caudles, although tho Bix high 
candles wore not lighted. The stalls, be- 
tween tho body of tho church and the 
choir, occupied during the sorvico by the 
clergy, who sit with their backs to tho 
congregation , wore laden with decorations 
of fruits and flowers, grass and fern, grapes 
apples, pears, plums, melons, and dahlias 
mingling in a rich profusion, while on 
either sido of the arch rested tho banners, 
which, on their poles, some sixteen feet 
high, formed a prominent feature in the 
processions. The rood screen, surmount- 
ed with a largo figure of the crucitiod 
Saviour, was lighted by two chandeliers, 
a single candle being placed on either 
side of the base of the crucifix. Tho sidu 
altars, too, were froely decorated with 
(lowers and candles, while before each of 
them, as before tho high altar, lighted 
lamps were suspended. The church was 
thronged in every part; tho galleries, 
which still remain on either sido, being 
densely packed, whiio in tho aisles people 
were standing, and many more wero un- 
able to obtain admission. Aftor tho ser- 
mon, during tho collection of alms, the 
procession of olorgy and ohoristors, head- 
ed by the cross-bearer and two attendants, 
in scarlet cassocks and short surplices, 
walked down the eontor and up both ais- 
les of the church, afterwards returning to 
the chancel, where tho vicar pronounced 
the benediction from tho altar steps. 
Tho congregation consisted almost is 
equal proportions of men, women, and 
children, chiefly of tho lower and middle 
classas. 

Tin; London Police Soantjal has bo- 
come more complicated. Colonel Hen- 
derson bus refused to institute inquiry 
into tho arrests of Colonel Eraser and Mr. 
Belt, which was urgently demanded by 
public opinion, and has gone out of his 
way, both in public and private, to assert 
his conviction that the police were in tho 
right, and that tho guards, officers, and 
Mr. Belt wore to blame I or whatever bef el 
them. It seems that, during tho regime 
of Mr. Bruce, an order was passed in- 
structing tho polieo not to institute in- 
quires info any case of alleged miscon- 
duct on tho part of the Foroo, on which 
thoro was a conflict, of testimony. Colonel 
Henderson takes refuge bo-hi ml this rule, 
of which he was probably thertnthor him- 
self, and declines to do anything. Three 
months have still to elapse hoforo tho 
meeting of parliament, and Colonol Hen- 
derson probably thinks that by that time 
tho matter will bo forgotten. Tho officers 
of the guards, however, belong to ,a very 
influential profession, and to a class of 
Hocioty which does not, ensily forgivo any 
outrage against ono of its own mem- 
bers.

The Late Marino Disaster. 

Thoso whoso business takes them on 
tho stormy deep are apt to havo their 
faith in ships somewhat shaken by tho 
fearful accident which has befallen the 
Yillodu Havre. Mr. Plimsoll's theo- 
ries and suggestions have received 
a startling commentary. Aro our ships 
as safe us human ingenuity can make 
thorn? Or is thore, after nil has been 
done, a largo percentage of risk which 
no contrivance of intellect can remove? 
Wo clip the following remarks on the 
disaster from the New York 'Herald': 

"The Yille du Havre was an iron 
ship, and one blow sent her to the bot- 
tom. It was tho samo with tho Atlan- 
tic; and in neither case would a similar 
injury have been equally fatal to wood- 
en ships. Compare with tho huge 
bulk of these ocean steamers their vast 
dimensions as to size and tonnage— —the 
thickness, or thicknesses, rather, of the 
iron plates, which are nil that stand 
between the passengers and a watery 
grave — -and we shall seo that the pro- 
tection afforded is necessarily of tho 
most flimsy character. An ordinary 
kitchen utensil, made of sheet tin, has 
a far greater thickness in proportion to 
its size than tho skin of iho ship basin 
proportion to the ship's size; for, while 
the iron plates are perhaps no thicker 
than thirty or forty sheets of tin, mil- 
lions of utensils would scarcely aggre- 
gate the capacity of a steamer like tho 
Yille du Havre. Compared to the 
size of such a vessel and the power with 
which she is impelled, her iron plates 
havo scarcely the resistance of an egg 
shell, and are shattered ipiite as easily 
under the fearful force of collision with 
another ship. When the Atlantic ran 
on the rocks near Halifax: tho jagged 
stones tore through her iron plates as 
easily as the blunt, short knife is push- 
ed through tho thin cover of a sardine 
box. This is all the protection tlie na- 
val architecture of our da}' yields to 
human life, and yet the world is.startl- 
nd when some hundreds of passengers 
ftre thus rushed out of existence, 
Ships of this sort are built with a view- 
to all the contingencies of navigation 
save the ever imminent one of acci- 
dent. No tliought seems to be takon 
for safety against what is shown to bo 
so likely an occurrence an the destruc- 
tion of the ship by collision.
